Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Messrs. Xixis and Piper asserted that Jung et al. should not be 
combined with Diebold et al. as done in the rejections in the last Office action because Jung et al.'s method is for a disk 
electrode, not for a planar electrode as used by Diebold et al. As shown in Figures 1 and 2 and discussed in the first 
paragraph of the Results and Discussion of Jung a planar electrode has different response characteristics than a 
planar electrode. Tthe Examiner stated that he would review the Jung article in light of these points and let Mr. Piper 
know later today whether he found them persuasive. Later in the day the Examiner called Mr. Piper to let him know 
that he would allow the application..
